This  picture  represents  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  stirring- 
trials  of  the  XVTth  century  The  figures  seem  to  move  with  life,  but 
the  interest  of  the  beholder  culminates  as  he  gazes  on  the  kneeling 
form  of  the  terror-stricken  woman,  Margaret  Harstein,  who,  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  Flemish  custom,  has  been  allowed  to  plead  for 
mercy  at  the  foot  of  the  calvary,  standing  in  the  "  steen  "  or  public 
square  before  being  doomed  to  the  stake,  which  is  there  in  readi- 
ness. Tt  will  perhaps  not  be  out  of  place,  for  the  satisfaction  of 
those  interested  in  the  history  of  mediaeval  justice,  to  extract  a 
short  summary  of  the  trial  from  the  chronicles  of  the  period,  which 
mention  it  as  one  of  the  "causes  celebres;'  of  the  day;  not  so 
much  on  account  of  the  transcendent  beauty  of  the  accused  as  the 
high  rank  of  the  victim,  Serena  Abanzo,  on  whom  the  unfortunate 
girl  had  avenged  her  wrongs  in  so  tragic  a  manner.  Serena 
Abanzo,  according  to  the  chronicles,  was  stabbed  to  death  by  Mar- 
garet i.arstein  one  January  day  in  the  year  1555,  whilst  under  the 
roof  of  the  venerable  Dean  of  the  Chapter  of  the  College  of  the 
Virgin.  The  pious  Dean,  so  say  the  records,  had  invited  the 
Spanish  doctor  to  be  his  guest  on  account  of  his  great  repute  and 
learning,  receiving  him  with  all  the  pomp  and  ceremony  which 
was  due  to  his  high  position  in  the  learned  world.
